•Ity Trainina School.

Madison, Wis., March 24.—A plan 
to discontinue the university nig 
schol and 
use the 
building 
as 
physics building thus making it un 
necessary to build the physics build 
tag now planned, was disclosed at 
hearing before the assembly commi 
tee on education yesterday. 
Assem 
blyman H. J. Grell of Johnson Creek 
apearing in favor of his bill to abo 
ish the university high school mad 
this as a suggestion. Mr. Grell con 
tended that the normal schools were 
giving sufficient training to the teach 
ers and it was wholy unnecessary tc 
have a high school at the university 
He declared it was his object to sav< 
the amount of this appropriation bj 
using this building for another pur 
pose. 


JEIIMt Defends School. 
Prof. E. C. Elliott of the university 
defended the high school. 
He sai< 
that it was as necessary to have a 
school of this character for teachers 
who are to enter the high schools to 
get a training as it was to have a 
laboratory for .physics and a clinic for 
a medical course. 
He 
pointed 
ou 
that other states are 
establishing 
schools of this character; that it was 
the duty of the 'university to furnish 
efficient men and women to teach in 
the high schools 
of this 
state anc 
that this was a duty as great as any 
for the state to perform. Dr. Elliott 
said that the University of Minnesota 
dedicated a building of this character 
about a year ago, that one was now 
being established in 
California and 
one would be opened in a short time 
at the University of Michigan. 
State 
Superintendent Gary 
said 
that he had always been in favor of 
the establishment of a practice school 
of this character. He read from an 
address he made ten years -ago. In 
which he declared that a university 
high school to train teachers was the 
next step the university should take 
in the rendering of service to the 
people. Mr. Gary said that it re- 
aulred about 
800 new high school 
teachers every year and that the stat- 
istics indicated that the average high 
school teacher taught about 
three 
years. 
"This being so, It is necessary to 
have them well trained 
so that they 
may render the most efficient service 
the very day they begin their high 
school work." declared Superintend- 
ent Gary. "From the normal schools 
and the 
university alike comes the 
complaint that the 
children in the 
high schools have not been thorough- 
ly taught. It is for this reason that 
every teacher who enters a high 
school in this state 
should be so 
trained that it will not take years to 
give her the proper practice experi- 
ence." 


Holt and Buell Talk. 
Superintendent F. O. Holt of Ed- 
gerton appeared before 
the commit- 
tee to advocate the defeat of the Grell 
bill. 
He said that teachers who had 
the practice experience in the univer- 
sity hich school wera able to enter 
upon their duties at once. Holt said 
that it would not be honestly 
said 
that the normal schools could render 
;his service. HP thought the aboli- 
tion of the institution would be one 
of the worst tilings that could hap- 
pen to the state. 
Superintendent Buell of Janesville, 
said that the university had establish- 
ed this practice school 
reluctantly. 
He read 
from a report made nine 
vears &KO in which the school men of 
.he state had urged this very thing to 
>e done. 
He declared that contrary 
o the statement of Mr. Grell it was 
not a thing that the university had 
put in, but one that public sentiment 
amons educators forced.

gauge railroad coaches to the wider 
Russian tracks arises. Everywhere 
else in Europe the rails are 1435 milli- 
meters apart, but on the Russian 
roads they are 1524 millimeters wide 
For some time certain cars and 
trains plying 
between Germany and 
Russia have been equipped with inter- 
changeable axles which at the border 
can be shifted in a few minutes, but 
the majority of the German rolling 
stock is not so fitted, especially the 
passenger cars. 


The shift from standard to broad 
gauge 
is accomplished 
by shunting 
cars traveling Russia-ward from
